Chris Goodrich is dedicated to theater. He has, he 
estimates, been involved in over 20 theatrical productions 
during his time at MBA. He even plans to continue studying 
theater in college. The Bell staff sat down with Goodrich for 
a chat about the role of acting in his life at MBA. 

Which role has been your favorite ? 

Probably Simon from the Lord of the Flies, because it was a really 
difficult process and a difficult production. The way the script was, it 
was like short lines in quick succession between a lot of different 
people. And there were a lot of younger actors who hadn't had 
experience with acting before, so if they dropped a line, it would be 
really difficult to remember. So up until the very last rehearsals, we 
were dropping about 75 lines per rehearsal. 


What have you learned from theater at MBA? 

That by exposing people to theater who aren’t theater people— that's 
when some of the most fun comes out of it. Art is most potent when 
it affects people who aren’t artists. I think that works for performance 
in general. 

Why do you think theater is a valuable part of education? 

I think, it’s really easy in literature-and an academic approach to the 
arts— to separate yourself, and not think of aspects of yourself as part 
of the art. In theater you have the opportunity to take what you have 
inside yourself and apply it to the subject matter. I know that if I were 
to study English, I could go on forever without putting myself into it. 

There's been a really great legacy of theater at this school— people 
have really inspired me at MBA. And I just hope that I can provide 
that for someone else.

Regional Summary (Lipscomb University - 19 February 2011) 

On Saturday, 19 February 2011, MBA's Science Olympiad teams headed off to 
Lipscomb University to once again prove its mettle. 

In Division B, our team consisted of (9th graders) Kalyan Chadalavada, Sam Hurd, 
Tarun Mallipeddi, Sam Papel, (8th graders) Harry Stewart, Matt Miccioli, James 
Throckmorton, John Triplett, John Tipps, Michael Milam, Kang Huh, and (7th 
grader) Richie Scherrer. Despite being short-handed and having to rely heavily on 
four novices, our 12 took on teams from HH, Brentwood Middle, and St. Bernard 
Academy. 

All day long our gentlemen tested, shot, launched and answered science questions 
ranging from "Astromomy to Zoology.” When the final results were announced, 
The Moirae and Hermes smiled and the Red rolled on to medal in 22 of 23 
events - collecting 12 golds, 6 silvers, and 4 bronzes along the way to claiming first 
at Regionals. 

The Division C team was led by Seniors Stephen Bedard, Connor Caldwell, 
Carter Callaway, and Andrew Powell. They were bolstered by Juniors Myles 
Anderson, David Arteaga, Weston Bell, Chris Habermann, Karthik Sastry, and Joe 
Scherrer and sophomores Adam Bowman, Tom Bu, Colin Caldwell, Hamilton 
Millwee, and Hunter Tidwell. 

The Division C team captured medals in 18 of 23 events with 1 1 golds, 6 silvers, 
and 1 bronze, earning us the regional championship for the fourth straight year 
over regional rivals Martin Luther King High School, Franklin High School, and 
Harpeth Hall. This win earns us a bid to the state championship @ UT Knoxville in 
April to defend our state title and to earn a bid to the national tournament at the 
University of Wisconsin in May. 

State Championship Summary (UT Knoxville - 02 April 2011) 

The MBA high school Science Olympiad team successfully defended its state 
championship this past Saturday (April 2), finishing ahead of 17 other teams 
including state rivals White Station High School, MLK Magnet, and Oak Ridge 
High School, to advance to the National Science Olympiad Tournament at the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison in May. Leading the team to victory were 
seniors Connor Caldwell, Carter Callaway, Jack Hallemann, and Walton Macey. 
This is the team's third state championship in the last five years. The team won 
medals in 16 of the 23 events, including 5 state championship finishes, 1 runner-up 
finish, and 4 third place finishes. Individual events winners are summarized below:

Caldwell and Myles Anderson (Dynamic Planet), Karthik Sastry and Colin

- State 2nd place - Joe Scherrer and Adam Bowman (Mousetrap Vehicle) 

- State 3rd place - David Arteaga and Tom Bu (Anatomy and Physiology), Carter 
Callaway and Walton Macey and Bryan Oslin (Experimental Design), Weston Bell 
and Tom Bu (Ornithology), Connor Caldwell and Karthik Sastry (Technical 
Problem Solving). 

The MBA DivB team had a strong showing at the Science Olympiad State 
Tournament this year. The team, lead by 9th graders Kalyan Chadalavada, Sam 
Hurd, Henry Ingram, Ferriss Bailey, and Sam Papel, captured medals in 14 of 23 
events including 3 Thirds, 3 Seconds and 3 State Championships. Best of all, each 
of the 1 5 members of the team came home with hardware to accompany their 
4th Place finish overall out of 18 teams including MUS, HH, Girls Prep, and St. 
Henry.

competition guidelines from ACE National 

The “Ideal” School 

What makes an “ideal" school, what are the components, elements, or factors that 
would enable a facility to make such a claim? This project requires the team to 
answer these questions. The proposal must find ways to use the elements of 
design and construction in such a way as to contribute to the “ideal” environment 
for learning and expand the ability and desire of students to achieve their very 
best. If you could design a High School from “scratch” what would you include in 
your blueprints and what materials would you use to construct the facility? 

Every decision should be with an eye to the students, teachers, and administrators 
so that they have a rewarding and expansive experience (examples of such are 
highly desirable). The constraints are those faced by any community: location, 
dimension/size, costs and access. [While these elements (location, dimension, 
size, costs, etc.) are determined by the team, all decisions MUST be explained 
and warranted based on the resources likely to be attracted to such a proposal in 
the given community. Moreover, a cost per square foot is REQUIRED to be 
included in the final presentation]. As in the other project options, use of materials, 
building techniques, and approaches that emphasize sustainability, energy 
efficiency, and recyclable eco-friendly products as well as being equipped with the 
latest smart building and security technologies should be integral to the design 
proposal.

season overview 


After winning the State title last season, the MBA Swimming & Diving 
team came into the 2010-2011 season with high expectations. The team 
met most of these expectations as the Big Red swimmers and divers went 
undefeated throughout the dual meet season, achieved a 2nd place finish 
at the McCallie Invitational, dominated all of Nashville for a 1st place 
finish in the Region meet, and headed into the State meet with enough 
confidence and ability to win a second-straight State title.

1 and 2 Nathan Tinnell describes his unusual 
and unconventional choice of subject matter: “I 
chose to work with LEGO people in their 
environments for my concentration, as LEGO 
bricks could be considered an art form in 
themselves. Just as one may sculpt with clay, 
stone, or metal, LEGO bricks are an invaluable 
sculpting tool for me. So for my concentrations, 
I set a two-part task for myself. First, I needed 
to create the LEGO scene with a LEGO 
character for each scene, and then choose the 
media in which I would create the work. The 
media I used ranged from pencil drawings, to 
paintings, to digital photography with digital 
manipulations in Photoshop. The scenes range 
from calming views of everyday life to exciting 
superfluous events that I hope grab the viewer. 
All of these pieces are unified by the common 
LEGO element. I hoped to capture a sort of 
playfulness in each one of them, trying not to 
make the work take itself too seriously. It 
definitely falls for a Rococo feel over a 
Renaissance one. And while they may just be 
toys, they seem to come to life through the art, 
almost becoming more of a portrait than a still 
life. Through these works, I hope that the 
viewer does not find LEGOS attempting to 
imitate the world, but rather the world seen 
through LEGOS.”

above Harrison Luna says of his work: “For much of my work, I have been interested in the deconstruction of the traditional portrait. 

The old philosophical conundrum of “Who am I?" is the inspiration for my portraits. It seems to me that the question has been probed 
verbally to the point of nausea, but the paradox of existence can be expressed visually in ways that have not yet been done. Therefore 
something new, a progress, can come from looking into oneself nonverbally, but rather through the immediacy of the image. Before we 
4 team our language, before we gain a rational view of the world, we communicate through images. It is natural to do so. One does not 
n eed to tell a child to do when holding a crayon. It is an impulse. So in my work, I dissect rationally through an impulsive means.” 


1 and 2 Hunter Ractliffe: “It seems like I 
have been doing art all my life whether 
inside the art studio or inside my textbooks. 
My concentration consists of portraits of 
myself as well as friends. I wanted to 
challenge myself to create self-portraits 
because the people of the art world always 
say that drawing one’s self is difficult. I 
never thought I would have chosen 
drawings for my concentration, because in 
previous years I had always struggled with 
faces. Perhaps I chose this route because it 
is a realm of art where I needed more 
practice. After not receiving any awards 
from Scholastics during my whole MBA 
career, I felt like my art was worthless and I 
wanted to give up. My girlfriend gave me 
words of encouragement and that day I 
went home and created a picture of her. 
This was a turning point for me and the 
other portraits I created.” 

3 and 4 Andrew Wright: “I always hesitate to 
call myself a photographer. I do not spend 
copious amounts of time setting up a shot, 
or working to make it perfect. My 
photography is purely attributed to my 
interest in contrast, light, color, and shape. 
When I look around, I see a landscape, or a 
structure, or a person who simply catches 
my eye and if my camera is near by I try my 
best to capture what it is that I find so 
appealing in an image. The majority of my 
work has been taken while travelling. 
Something about being in a location out of 
my usual routine forces me to look at the 
surrounding environment with a more 
observant and somewhat critical eye. The 
photographs I have taken are the result of 
seeing something different and reacting to 
the opportunity to photograph in that 
particular moment what has impacted me.”

1, 2, and 3 Patrick Meehan: “I have no interest 
in becoming a doctor, but the unique forms the 
human body creates have always fascinated 
me. Last year I began to experiment with the 
idea of creating hand cut silk screens that 
allowed me to reproduce the human in several 
different and creative ways, so deciding to take 
Human Anatomy and Physiology this year was 
an easy choice for me to make. Giving me 
more information, anatomy has helped me to 
further develop my concentration. However, 
even with this drive from my interest in 
anatomy, something was missing. My interest 
in the realm of digital media allowed me to 
combine my passions of art and technology 
and has influenced my decision of majors in 
college in a major way. This combination of 
passions has allowed me to finish my 
concentration with digitally edited portraits that 
combine my drawing, silk screens, 
photography, with digital manipulation to 
demonstrate what lies just beneath our flesh.” 

4 and 5 Robert Hoover looked to childhood as 
the inspiration for his work, stating, “I began my 
exploration by illustrating the toys of my early 
childhood in a colored pencil drawing of 
PlayDoh and Crayons Working with oil paint, I 
moved on to the toys I saw as a young child at 
my grandparents house & painted two pieces, 
focusing on a hand panted metal knight and a 
steel car tattered by years of play. I used oil to 
put the lights and colors of the amusement 
park ride that mesmerized me as a child. To 
more accurately capture the images as I saw 
them as a child, I shifted my medium to 
photography, taking pictures of the primitive 
toys. The first toys I found of my grandfather’s 
were a heavy metal & wood toy plow & a small 
steel car. The rust, wear, & satisfying quality of 
age always interested me & in my photos. I 
tried to capture the colors & textures that 
captivated me. ”

land 2 Justin Park: “My work focuses on 
my interest in portraiture. I work mainly in 
traditional medium because I enjoy the 
direct application of tools such as the 
pencil and brush. At the beginning of the 
year my art teacher helped establish basic 
proportions of the face and the human 
body. I tried to ensure that my paintings 
and drawings adhered to these rules 
because I enjoy the realistic aspects of 
art. As my work developed, I began to 
juxtapose masks onto my subject matter. 
Masks are fascinating pieces of face wear 
that serve many functions, whether to 
protect, conceal, or be worn in 
celebration. While painting, I like to use 
thick brushstrokes to quickly capture the 
form of my subjects, then refine the 
painting over many layers. For my 
graphite-based work, I tried to control my 
values carefully, keeping in mind that the 
use of light and shadow were important in 
giving a sense of three-dimensionality. I 
also attempted to treat my drawings like 
paintings by introducing “washes” of 
graphite that contributed to the harmony 
of the entire piece.” 


3 and 4 Joe Riegle: “I have always loved 
football and that will never change. There 
is nothing like it. All the time put in on the 
practice field, in the weight room, and in 
the film sessions just gets you prepared 
for the aspects of the game that you can 
control. What I try to convey in my works 
are those other things that happen during 
a game. Whether it is the craziness of the 
whole southern football atmosphere, the 
camaraderie of teammates running onto 
the field, or the excitement in the 
moments after a big play, I wanted to 
convey the passion of football.”
